At the W hite House there is a be­ 
lief that the bill w ill be passed this 
session or be placed on the statute 
books before the first of the year. The 
president’s disposition is to oppose 
any undue 
delay, for 
he 
believes 
prompt revision of the banking and 
currency system is necessary to meet 
the commercial expansion which he 
expects w ill follow the operation of 
the new tariff. 
President W ilson believes a general 
decrease in the cost of living that will 
be felt by the rank and file of the 
country is not dependent alone on 
tariff revision, but upon prompt re­ 
form of the nation’s monetary system, 
as well as careful amendment of the 
anti trust laws. 
As soon as the December session 
opens the administration w ill begin 
to center its attention on the anti­ 
trust program. 
There is no intention 
at the W hite House to draft the ad­ 
ministration measure. 
W hat Is ex­ 
pected to happen is that the members 
of the house judiciary committee and 
the senate committee on 
interstate 
commerce will confer early with Presi- 
det W ilson and discuss the subject 
informally. 
The president hopes that 
before the anti-trust bill is launched 
in the two houses there will he a 
common agreement on it in the com­ 
mittees.

W ashington, Oct. G.— [Special.]—"G e t 
behind the president” Is a slogan that 
often comes up from the people and 
makes the executive powerful in leg­ 
islation. 
“ If we should Lake the power of np 
j »ointment from 
the 
president, take | 
aw ay the federal patronage and leave 
him to administer and execute the ! 
laws we pass there would be no such 
power In the W h ite House as we have 
forced upon us every year.” 
That ob­ 
servation w as made by a congressman 
who was once a federal officeholder 
and has been long enough in congress 
to know how congressmen in both 
houses are Influenced by patronage. 
The men back home who w ant the 
offices do not see w hy their senators 
and representatives should haggle over 
rates in a tariff or forms in a currency 
bill and lose out on appointments. 
So 
they w ant their representatives to “ get 
behind the president.” 


How About Ec onomy ? 
Much is said In party platforms nbout 
economy. 
Much Is said in both houses 
of congress about economy. 
The Dem­ 
ocrats began their first lease of power 
w ith 1 K»ld resolutions for economy. But 
congress do»*« not economize. 
Although 
the Democrats cut down <>n the army 
and navy, they had other increased ex­ 
penditures. particularly for buildings 
and rivers and harbors, and their first 
congress showed they had spent more 
than the preceding congress. 
There is another view. 
T h o s e men 
who make no pretense about economy, 
who get every dollar they can for their 
states and districts, who never over­ 
look a chance to secure something from 
the public treasury, are returned again 
and again to the senate and to the 
house.

Chicago, Oct. 6.— Mrs. Mildred A l­ 
lison 
Rexroat, 
the dancing 
teacher 
who was shot to death at Wheaton, 
111., a wmek ago, was the victim of a 
modt'rn Bluebeard, who, ac«ording to 
his own confession, had killed thir­ 
teen others in as many years. 
Henry Spencer, arrested in a room 
near the South Side levee district, 
co nfessed that he no t only killed Mrs. 
Rexroat, but that he had slain four­ 
teen persons. 
He was positively identified as the 
mysterious Mr. Spencer, with whom 
Mrs. Rexroat left Chicago 
on 
the 
night she was killed. 
Mrs. Rexroat’e 
blood stained rattan suit case wae 
found in his room, as was the re­ 
volver w ith which he said he had 
killed her. 
The police, while in doubt as to the 
full truth of Spencer’s amazing con­ 
fession, are confident that they had 
found a wholesale murderer and tha t 
he w ill be proved to have killed at 
least several of those w’hose death he 
described in a long confession. 
Spencer’s story was 
so 
startling 
that it probably would have received 
no cred«*nce had not the bloody suit­ 
case and the revolver confirmed at 
least part of his statement. 


Kille d Two Polic e me n. 


A ll of his murders except two, he 
declared, had been for the purpose« 
ol robbery. 
Th«* two policemen, Pen­ 
nell and Devine, shot to death twelve 
years ago, he said he killed to esiape 
being arrested. 
" I intended to kill Mrs. A. J. Sco­ 
field, the proprietor of (he rooming 
house where I have been living.” he 
said. 
“ If I hadn't been arrested at 
just this time I would have killed 
her.” 
Spencer was arrested In a room­ 
ing house near the South Side levee 
district. 
A woman with whom he fas 
said form erly to have lived told the 
police that on the night of SepL 2 6 
Spencer came to her 
house.

Similarly "un can do" means “ I can’t,” 
and “no w ant” means "I don’t want 
It.” 
Not only between American and 
Filipino, but among Americans them­ 
selves. this twisted construction has 
largely supplanted the legitimate em 
With the soldier anything that be­ 
longed peculiarly to the Philippines 
was described as "bamboo.” 
Now all 
colonials use the term. The ‘‘bamboo 
fleet” is tho one assigned to Philippine 
waters, and the "bamboo government” 
is the Philippine civil government in 
distinction from the United States mil 
itary. 
Among other "soldierisms” (lf I may 
bo permitted this contribution to the 
new language! were certain pure Ma­ 
lay wonts. 
The list is continually 
growing, and now there are dozens of 
Tagalog and Moro expressions in con­ 
stant use among the Americans.
